Another Controversy mth Q-reat 
Britain líow Imminent. 


MANAGTTA, Nicarnpriin, March 19.—Tho 
British (jjovorninont, throuí?hÍts minister 
hero, has aubniiotüiil aii iiltliuatuna to Nio- 
nraftua. It doiuauds a cnsh indemnity of 
£15,000 to pay for tho expulsion of Mr. 
Hatch. British otmsular Uíí^mt} at Bluo^ 
fields, during the troubles there last year, 
and also tho appointmcutof acommission 
to aiTjTriiioate tho damajcoa sustained bv 
tho persons ivud property of the British 
ftubjeots who wore oxpellcd from the Mos- 
quito reservation about the same timo. 
By the tyrnis of tho ultimatum Groat 
Britain In to name ono of the commission- 
ers and Nicariiííua another, and these two 
are to namo a third, who shall not bo a 
citizen of tho United States. 
A British 
warship is now on her way to Nicaragua 
to enforco these demands, which must bo 
complied with within seven weeks from 
tho 26th of February last. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—It Is impossi- 
ble to learn positively whether tho state 
depai'fcment has been fully advlspd oüio- 
lally of tho severe demands made upon 
Nicaragua by (xraat Britian, as reported 
in tho cable dispatches from Maiuiffuii, 
but from tho fact that General Barrios, 
who was appointed a spocial ambassador 
by tho Nicaraguan government to en- 
deavor to settle their difToronccs with 
Great Britain, has boon in Washington 
for a week it is assumed that our own 
government Is fully posted. 


It cannoli bo denied that this new inci- 
dent, taken in connection with the hostile 
attitude of Great Britain towards our sis- 
ter republic of Venezuela, promises to lead 
to trouble of a character much more seri- 
ous than tho little incident of tho Alllanca, 
which has caused such a commotion. Tho 
administration is evidently about to be put 
in a position whero it must lay down a 
new construction of the Monroe doíúrlno 
or else abandon all concern in tho future 
of tho smaller republics of Central and 
South America. 


In Venezuela It Is alleged that tho Brit- 
ish are steadily extending their boundary 
line and encroaching upon Venezuelan 
territory, in spite of th^ strong prot-ests of 
tho Venezuelan govern rnent and tho re- 
peated urging of the United States that 
tho question of boundary should be set- 
tled by a rosort to arbitration. 


As to Nicaragua. It Is felt hero that tho 
terms of tho British ultimatum are unduly 
severed. Besides, there is a rather disagree- 
able reflection upon American citizens in 
the stipulation that none such shall serve 
on the commission to adjudge the dam- 
ages. On tho whole It is more than prob- 
able that tho president will feel called upon 
to interpose to secure at least au ameliora- 
tion of tho terms of tho ultimatum, by an 
appeal to tho British government, repre- 
•entlng the great hardnhip that it would 
work to Nicaragua under her present do- 
presssed condition- of her finances to pre- 
fer a demand for so large an Indemnity. 


THE AT.r.IANCA AFFAIR, 


Secretary Qrcsliam's Demand for an Apol- 


ogj from Spain, 


MADRID,Maroh 10.—Minister Taylor has 
received a cablegram 
from 
Secretary 
Gresham calling attention to tho firing on 
the American mail steamer Allianca, while 
displaying the Stars and Stripes, 
The 
cahUigram says: 


"The windward passage, whero this oc- 
curred, is the natural and usual highway 
for vessels plying between ports of tho 
United States and the Caribbean sea. 
Through it several regular lines of Amer- 
can mail and commercial steamers pass 
weekly v.^ithin siglit of Oapc Maysi. They 
aro well known.und their voyago embraces 
no Cuban port of call. Forcible interfer- 
ence with them cannot bt» claimed as a 
belligerent act, whether passed within 
three miles of tho Cuban coast or not, and 
can, under no circumstance, bo tolerated 
when no state of war exists. 


"This government will expeofc prompt 
dleavowal of tho unauthorized act and duo 
expression of regret on tho part of Spain, 
aud it must insist that immediate and 
positivo orders bo given to Spanish naval 
commanders not to ijitorfore with legiti- 
mate American comnierce passing through 
that channel, and pi'ohiljiting all acts 
wantonly imperiling life and property 
lawfully under tlie flag of tho United 
States. You will commuuicato this to tho 
minister of foreign affairs, and urge tho 
importance of prompt aud satisfactury re- 
sponse." 


WASHINGTON, March 19—An impene- 
trable mystery surrounds tho negotiations 
between tho state department and tho 
Bpanisli government on the Allianca af- 
fair, It seems to have buen determined 
by tho ollicials of the state department, 
from tho secretary down, that in the pre- 
eent excited state of public fooling in this 
country better progress can be made to- 
wards a peaceable sottluinent of tho inci- 
dent by keeping the various notes secret 
than by giving publicity to them before a 
conclusion has been reached, 


Tho general impression hero is that the 
Allianca incident has already passed the 
acute phase, and may bo safely left to 
diplomatic adjustment in tiie ordinary 
course. Tho Spanish minister has in ad- 
vance assured tho state deijartment that If 
Spain was in the wrong in tho matter eho 
would speedily aud voluntarily make all 
proper reparation, and it is not doubted 
that if she bas not already done so Spain 
will soon inotruct her naval olllcers to ab 
Btain fron:^ Btupping Aniuricaa thipá, 


THE GU11ÌÌVANC13 OF ITALY, 


MJnlstpr Fava Satisilod with tho Tronipt 
Action of Colorado*» (.íovornor, 


WASHINGTON, March la—a'ho Italian in- 
cident Is practically closod so far as it In- 
volves tho relations of tho United States 
aud Italy, and instead of leaving irrita- 
tion aud 111 fpollng the alTair appears to 
havo resulted in further strengthening tho 
friendly relations botween tho countries. 


Ambassador Fiiva takes this view of tho 
Incident, aud expresses his appreciation of 
tho promptness and onorgy with which 
tho federal autnorities and those of Col- 
orado sought; to secure for Italians tho 
same protcctiou and nvlross as that given 
American citizens during tho mob lawless- 
ness at Walsenburg. 


On tho other hand, it is a source of com- 
ment and congratulation at tho stato do 
partmont that, at a t.imo whon foreign en- 
bangloiiionts were pressing from all quar- 
tprs. Baron P^ava made no pri)ti\st bt»yond 
prosentlng tho facts as telographed by the 
Italian consul at Denver, and at tho same 
timo reassured the Italian govornment 
5hat tho authorities here were di^ng every- 
thing in their power.

A letter received from Santiago stated

Jomaya, 


Other letters assert that in Los Villas 
tholusurgonts are rapidly gaining strength 
and confidence. Organized bauds aro bo- 
ginning to arise in difforent sections ol 
this district, and ospecially near Santo 
Spirito. This part of tho uprising will' 
cause Spain much chagrin, for it is lier de- 
sire to keep the outside world ignorant of 
tho progress of the revolution, but Los 
Villas Is in tho contrai portion of tlio 
island, and tho chanccs now are that news 
will be more definite, now that the trou- 
ble is so much ni*arer Havana. 


For two days uncertain and untracoable 
reports havo reached hero regarding an 
American schooner being fired upon by a 
Spanish gunboat on tho southern coast of 
Florida. 
Yesterday's steamer brought 
news from Key West, which is said to bo 
authentic, claiming 
that tho schooncr 
Irene, of Key West, had been fired upon 
and dismantled by tho Infanta Isabella 
near Charlotte harbor, after which tho 
schooner di'ifted ashore, whero slio now 
lies aground south of the above harbor.

The history of Madagascar for the 
last fifty years has been very largely 
bound up with the work of the Prot- 
estant missiouaries of the Congrega- 
tionalist body in England. 
It was 
under the reign of a good King named 
Radama, at the commencement of 
this century, that Protestant Christi- 
anity was introduced into the island. 
But in 1828 Radama died and was suc- 
ceeded by his widow,Ranavalona. This 
cruel Queen persiecuted tho Christians 
for nearly a quarter of a century, and 
the persecution did not cease until 
the death of the Queen in 1862. 
The 
Christians are now estimated to num- 
ber one-fourth of the entire popula- 
tion.

that great island, 
which stands very 
much in the same 
relation to Africa MADAOABrAK^sKiNG. 
that Great Britain does to Europe and 
Japan does to Asia. 


Tho city of Tamatave, which is now 
occuined by tho French, is built on a 
Jong, narrow peninsula of saud, hav- 
ing an eastern direction, 
with very 
¿eep bays on either side, that on the 
north forming the harbor in which 
ihips of tbe largest size can find a se- 
turo anchorage, 
On tho peninsula 


The monarchy of Madagascar is 
elective, and on April 1, 1863, the 
choice of the Hova Government fell 
upon a cousin of the cruel Queen, who 
assumed the name of Eanavalona II. 
The new reign began with the inaugu- 
ration of a liberal constitution, and 
Christianity was recognized as the na- 
tional creed. 
The idols of the people 
were destroyed. 


The trade and commerce of Mada- 
gascar are oi^en to the whole world, 
and in one year tho importations of 
cotton sheetings consisted of 3000 
bales of a value of §300,000. 
These 
cotton sheetings are for the most yaTt 
of American manufacture. 


It is a great mistake to suppose that 
the Malagasy are a people basking in 
a burning heat, with only a few shreds 
of muslin upon them for the sake of 
decency. 
Wen the cold east wind of 
tho dry season is blowing many of 
them find even stout American sheet- 
ings too thin for comfort. 
Printed 
calicoes sell in all ijarts of Madagas- 
car, but it is not easy to hit the native 
taste in patterns. 
Tho Malasgasy is 
rcluctant to be guided by the fashions 
of Europe. 


Tho whole foreign trade of Madagas- 
car, both import and exi>ort, does not 
lall far short of §7,000,000 annually, 
and tho wants of the country are daily 
increasing. Among the articles of ex- 
port are crocodile skins, india-rubber, 
wax and coffee,

XHK STO-RT PROM THE LTPS OP 
THOSE WHO KILLED HIM, 
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Cnitod States Agent Mohun Captures 
tho Assassins 
Cleverly Kx- 


tracts a Confession Prom Them, 


HE details of tho murder of 
/ 
Emiu 
Paslift, -whose 
death 
stirred the wholo civilized 
•world, are first made public 
in the Century. 
The story is told by 
E. Dorsey Mohun, United States agent 
in the Congo Free State. 
Two of the 
murderers of Eminwere discovered by 
Mr. Mohun's sergeant, \vho had been 
a member of Stanley's expedition for 
the relief of Emin. They were arrested, 
and a confession was skilfully drawn 
from them by Sir. 
Mohun. 
The 
murderers were hanged last May< Tho 
leading points in their confession aro 
as follows: ' 


Ismailia began by stating that he 
had been in the service of Emin Pasha, 
having been loaned to him by Said to 
take charge of his caravan on the 
march from the Unyoro. 
I asked him 
if ho had been well treated on the 
road, and if ho had any cause of com- 
plaint to make against Emin Pasha, 
He answered that ho had none ; that 
he had always been treated with the 
greatest kindness, and that the Pasha 
had frequently given him pieces of 
cloth for himself and for his three 
women; that he liked the Pasha very 
much, and had no feeling of hatred 
against him, 
Mamba broke in, saying 
that he also liked tho Pasha, aud that 
he was very sorry he had died. 


Mamba then turned to me and said : 
''I did not want to help' to kill the 
Pasha; but I knew that Kibonge was 
A much bigger chief than my master 
Said, and that if I did not obey he 
would probably kill me; so I told 
Ismailia that I would do as I was 
ordered." 


Ismailia, continuing, said : 
"I then 
went back to Kinena's, 
and on the 
veranda of the chief's hou^e Emiu 
Pasha was seated,^ surrounded by a 
few of his soldiers. 
He was writing 
at his table, and many birds and bugs 
were scattered around. 
These he had 
caught coming from tlio Aruwimi, 
The first letter, which Mamba had 
brought, was in front of him, and he 
was laughing, and seemed in cheerful 
spirits at the thought of leaving next 
morning for Kibonge. 
Kinena came 
up with a few ruen who were carrying 
guns. 
Kinena had in his hand the 
letter which I had given him. 
He 
stopped near" the Pasha, and began 
reading to liim^elf. 
When ho had lin- 
ished he saicl: ' 'Pasha, as you are go- 
ing to leave to-morrow morning for a 
twelve days' march, don't you think 
voTj had better 
send your men into 
thé plantations, 
and 
get 
bananas, 
manioc, and peanuts for the long 
march which you have before you? 
Tell your men to get all they wish; 
and i hope that you won't think of 
paying me for them, as it is my pres- 
ent to you, and is in return for the 
fmany little things which 
yon have 
given mo and my women since you 
have been my 
guest,' 
The Pasha 
looked up, and thanked Kinena very 
much. 
He then told one of his order- 
lies to have tho bugler call tho men, 
which was done. 


''When they arrived, Kinena said; 
«Tell the men to leave their arms on 
the side of the veranda, because if 
they go into the plantations carrying 
guns, the women working thero will 
become frightened and run 
away.' 
Thereupon Emin's men, 
numbering 
thirty or forty, placed their guns o;i 
the veranda, and departed. 
The plan 
tations were an liour's walk from tho 
house. 
Daring tho time it took tho 
men to go to the i)lantatlons Kineua 
talked to the Emiu, esi^ressing his re- 
grot at his departure. 
Mamba and I 
were standing next to the Pasha, and 
at á sign from the chief we seized him 
by the arms as he was sitting in his 
chair. 
He turned and asked what we 
meant, 
Kinena looked at him, and 
said: 
' P a s h a , you have got to dio!' 
Emin turned, and exclaimed rather 
angrily: 
'What do you mean? 
Is 
tbisa'joke? 
What do you mean by 
seizing me in this manner? What are 
you talking about my dying for? 
'Who are you that you can give orders 
for a man to die?' 
Kinena replied: 
do not give the orders, 
I receive 
them from Kibonge, who is my chief ; 
and when Kibonge gives an order to 
me I obey it,' 


"Three of Kinena's men came and 
assisted 
iu holding Emin, who was 
struggling to free himself and to get 
at his revolver lying on the table ; 
but his elïorts were fruitless, and we 
forced him back into his chair. 
Then 
Emin told Kinena that it was all a 
mistake, as he had just a letter from 
Kibongo that morniug saying that he 
should have safe conduct to his vil- 
lage, and that the letter was on his 
table in front o£ him. 
Kinena 
rer 
plied : 'Pasha, you read Arabio, don't 
you?' 


' Yes.' 


" 'Then read this,' holding the sed- 
ond letter close to Emin's eyes, as 
tho Pasha was nearly blind, 


"Emm read the letter, and saw that 
it was true. 
Drawing a long breath, 
he turned and said: 'Well, you may 
kill me, but don't think that I am the 
only 
white 
mai> in this 
country. 
There are many other» who will be 
willing to avenge my death; and let 


mo tell you that in loss than two years 
rom now there won't bo an Arab loft 
n tho entire country now held by 
your'people.*" 


I asked Ismailia if Emin flhowed any 
signs of fear, and ho said that he 
showed none; but when ho spoke of 
having care taken of his daughter, 
two yeai's of age, ho trembled slightly. 


"What did he say about his child, 
Ismailia?" I asked. 


"Ho said: 'My child is not bad ; sho 
is good. 
Send ]XQV to Said ben Abcdi 
at Kibonge, and ask him to look out 
for her.'" 


Ismailia continued : "At a sign from 
Kinena, tho Pasha was lifted out of 
his chair and thrown Hat on his back. 
One man held each leg, ono man each 
arm, and I held his head, while Mam- 
ba cut his throat." 


Mamba hero put in a vigorous pro- 
test, saying he had not cut his throat. 
But Ismailia stuck to his statement, 
and swore that it was Mamba who had 
acted as executioner. 
Mamba said it 
was another slave, but that he had 
stood by and watched the murder be- 
ing committi'd; and a wrangle ensued 
between the two, Ismailia 
accusing 
and Mamba denying. 
I let this con- 
tinue a few moments; but as no in- 
formation of importance resulted, I 
stopped them both, and then told Is- 
mailia to continue, for I should as- 
sume that Mamba had held tho knifo. 
Mamba looked rather discouraged at 
this declaration, but said nothing; 
and I lirmly believe that it was he who 
beheaded Emin. 


Ismailia then said: 
"Emin mado 
no effort at resistance. 
His head was 
drawn back until the skin across his 
throat was tight, aud with one move- 
ment o£ the knife Mamba cut his head 
half oft. Tho blood spurted over us 
and the Pasha was dead. 
We held t , 
him for a few moments; then wo 
arose, and loft tho body where it was. 
Afterward Mamba severed the head 
from the body, and Kinena had it 
packed in a small box and sent on to 
Kibonge, to show that his orders had 
been obeyed." 


The reason, it appears to me, for 
Kibonge's having sent the head to 
Nyangwe was that he desired to show 
Munie-Mohara, 
who had almost as 
much iniiuenco asTippoo Tib, that ho 
(Kibonge) was as big a chief in his 
own country, and could kill a white 
man as well as Munie-Mohara, who 
had ordered tho destruction of Hod- 
ister's expedition.

The pampas are the great plains of 
South America which extend from 
Patagonia to the Bolivian frontier. 
They cover an area of 000,000 square 
miles. 
Tho southern portion forms a 
great desert, dotted her3 and there 
with sand pools and marshes. 
The 
northern r ortion is 'occupied by the 
vast unexplored territory of the Gran 
Chaco. 
Tho salient features of the 
northern and northwestern parts of 
this huge territory are plains furnish- 
ing magnificent pasture lands. 
These 
plains are interspersed with dense 
timber forests, lagoons and rivers. 
The growths of clover, thistles and 
pampas grass are most 
remarkable. 
On these huge plains millions of cattle 
roam, which are attended by many 
thousands of cowboys, who herd them 
mounted on their sturdy mustangs. 
This wild, nomadic life is arduous in 
tho extreme, but even the lazy cow- 
boy has his holiday. 
One of their 
diversons is a tug of war between two 
cov/boys, or 
gauchos, 
as they are 
called. 
Each is mounted on a power- 
ful horse of the country, tho high 
horns of the so-callcd Mexican sad- 
dles are connected by a lasso or raw- 
hid(^ 
Both horses are urged in op- 
posite directions by their drivers with 
whip and spur. 
Tho gauchos and In- 
dians applaud and 
mako bets, tho 
lasso tightens, then there is a sound 
of straining of tho saddle girths. 
If 
they hDld, one of the horses is pulled 
up on his hind leg.-?, while his fore 
legs paw the air. 
An instant more 
and he is down, while the rider extri- 
cates himself 
as best ho can. 
The 
gauchos seldom stay for any length of 
time in ono place; they are very lazy 
and only work when they see lit. 
Many of them como from the Argen- 
tine Eepublic.

Plowiiiff, Sawing and Hoisting 
the 
Frlsld Yield and Storing tho Sup- 
ply In Vast Structures. 


T I T HE first operation in harvest- 
ing ice is to plow it, 
A man 
leads each horse 
and one 
^ ' 
guides each plow. 
The plow 
is built upon tho samo principle as is 
the farm plow, except as to its blade, 
or share. 
This is about four feet long 
and is a succession of knives, one im- 
mediately in front of the other. 
Each 
knife is about four inches long by a 
quarter of an inch wide. 
^Vhen tho 
plow is in position the knives rest on 
the ice. 
Very little pressure is neces- 
sary to make these blades take hold. 
They dig into the ico and the two men 
merely guide the horse and machine. 


When the whole pond has been thuK 
grooved off in long lines, and plowed 
to within four inches or so of the sur- 
face of tho water beneath, the right 
angle grooves are made in the same 
way. 
Then the surface of the pond 
presents the appearance of an im- 
mense checker board. 


As soon as tho plowers have pro- 
gressed far enough in their part of 
the work to give tho sawyers a chance, 
the latter begin work. It would never 
do for the plowman to cut through 
the whole thickness of the ice, for 
there would then be no foothold for 
the horses. 


The saws are similar to the long 
lumber saws, except that they are 
fitted 
with handles, 
so that 
the 
manipulator stands on the ice and 
saws up and down, 
following the 
grooves made by the plow. 
He saws 
to within an inch or so of tho end of 
the cake, and then the pick—a four- 
tined fork, very like a potato fork 
with the fiat prongs straightened out, 
is used to sever the connection of each 
cake with tho main body—comes into 
play, and each oblong is floated off 
along the surface of the water toward 
the runways. 
Men and boys with 
long handled hooks guido tho cakes 
to these runways. 


At these runways, on the pond side 
of tho immense icehouses, other men 
are stationed to do their part of the 
work. 


An incline extends from the surface 
of the water to the particular icehouse 
to be 
filled. 
These inclines are of 
wood and extend to the top of the 
building, and the runways, which are 
movable, may be placed at any eleva- 
tion necessary, and are raised as the 
different layers packed in tho houses 
increase in height. 


The cakes are raised by steam or 
horse power, as the case may be. 


Everything being in readiness for 
this part of the work, a frame or cra- 
dle is lovrered to^tho surface by means 
of a rope or chain. 
This frame is of 
iron, and is somewhat larger than and 
fits over a single cake of ice. 
At its 
lower rear end are cleats, which stick 
into the cake, thus ¡preventing it from 
sliding off the incline. 
Two or mora 
cakes at a time are floated to the foot 
of the 
incline, the frame is thrown 
over the last cake, the engine or horse 
is started, the rope tightens, and the 
cakes are drawn raj)idly up the incline. 
As they reach the 
desired 
height, 
where the runway is situated, they 
are pulled upon it by the frame, re- 
leased, and slide of their own volition 
down it and through the doorway into 
the icehouse. 


The frame slides back to the pond, 
and is ready for another load. 
And 
so it goes incessantly, until the whole 
crop has been harvested. 


As the constantly coming cakes en- 
ter the 
structure the first layer is 
placed in position, until there is a 
flooring of ice, and 
then tho others 
are slid over this surface and placd 
in exact iDosition, 
Layer by layer, 
the width and length of the icehouse, 
is thus laid, until the house is filled. 
Then the house is sealed up, all crev- 
ices closed and the crop is stored for 
future reference.—Now York Herald.

Curvature ot the EarUi. 


Generally speaking, we say that the 
curvature of the earth is about seven 
inches to tho statuto mile. 
More ex- 
actly, it is 6.1)9 inches to the mile, or 
7.962 inches for a geographical mile. 
The eye, even though artificially as- 
sisted by tho most improved optical 
instruments, cannot possibly detect 
or ijerceivo the least iota of curvature, 
though the ga^se be directed from tho 
highest known point. This is because 
the eye is not capable of comparing 
heights and distances. 
Let us make a 
little experiment; Tako down your 
globe and place a book against its 
side. You will instantly see that there 
is a very small point of contact be- 
tween the two. 
Kow let us suppose 
that the earth is as smooth as a bil- 
liard ball, and that we have a mam- 
moth book or other large, flat surface 
to press against its side. At one geog- 
graphical mile from the point of con- 
tact the flat surface used would stand 
out nearly eight inches from the earth, 
at three miles they will lack six feet 
of touching, and at nine miles fifty- 
four feet, and so on, the number of 
feet sox^arating the two surfaces at any 
given i^oint being equal to two-thirds 
of thesquaro of the number of milea 
for 
any 
observable distance. — fcJt, 
Louis Kepublic,

"" Brealhhiir Carbonic Acitl, 
It is well known that a very much 
larger proportion of carbonic 
acid 
than usually exists in tho atmosphere 
can be inhaled with impunity, but 
only recently have wo been aware ol 
the large quantity that can be breathed 
without actual danger. 
Ordinary 
fresh air contains but four parts in 
10,000, yet the carbonic acid has tc 
reach three per cent, or 100 times the 
usual quantity before any difference is 
noticed in the respiration. 
As the 
percentage rises tho person breathing 
it begins to pant, but with air con- 
taining as much as ten per cent, only 
a headache is produced, although the 
panting is violent. 
The actual danger 
point is not reached until the carbonic 
aoid rises to eighteen per cent. 


Foul air^in a room where a number 
of persons are present is not danger- 
ous on account of tho carbonic aoid it 
contains, but owing to a poisonous 
organic substance given off with the 
breath. 
Carbonic acid is not a direct 
poison, but when tho danger point ih 
rttachcd tho air can tako none from 
tho blood in tho lungs, so that the 
fires of tho human engine are extin- 
guished by their own smoke, as it 
were. 
It is really wouderiul what the 
human engine will endure, for a caudle 
goes out when tho oxygen in tho aix 
sinks to 18,D, instead of tho usual 
twenty-ono percent., and the carbonic 
acid rises to 
5. —Ohamberfa'u J ouruuL

Ou WccluoKday aftcruoou^spcrial pRu- 
Bion exiiminnr Jore Couuclly, of Harris- 
burg» arrested Barney Kemper, of Mc- 
Sho^rysto^vn^ cluirgiug bim ^vitb baying 
represented Inmself as a pension exam 
iuer and swindled sundry persons in 
that manner. 


Last summer, as will be remembered 
"by many, tbere was some cxritemont in 
York and tbe adjninin/? counties during 
tbc months of July aud August over a 
number of frauds practiced on pension- 
ers. The cases becamc known as **the 
Dolan frauds." A man sometimes giv 
Ing tbe name of Joseph and sometimes 
"William 
Dolan, • operated 
extensively 
amon^ tbc¡peusioners of York and other 
counties but did not molest those of 
Adams county so far as is known. 
He 
claimed to be a special examiner from 
the pension bureau at Washington, and 
stated to the pensioners that he liad been 
authorized to examine into the validity 
of their claims for an increase. 
He 
would make a superficial examination, 
tell the pensioner that he was entitled to 
an increase and then tax him for what- 
ever fee ho thought he could collcct. 
These operations were brought to the at- 
tention of the department aud special 
examiners from Baltimore and Harris- 
burg were sent out to apprehend him. 
His disappearance was as sudden as his 
advent had been and special examiners 
throughout the country were notiiied to 
be on the lookout for him. 


On Monday last,special examiner Jere 
Donnelly, of Harrisburg, secured suill- 
'cient information to warrant him in the 
belief that Barney Kemper, of McSher- 
ryptown, is identical witli Joseph aud 
AVilliam Dolan. 
On Tuesday and yester- 
day additional information was secured 
and on visiting Mcv^herrystown yester- 
day all previous information seemed to 
be conllrtned and Mr. Kemper was taken 
into custody as above described. 


The arrested man affirms his innocence. 
He may of course be able to account for 
his doings satisfactorily, but at the pres- 
ent time it is a subject of comment and 
is admitted that last summer, during the 
periods when the crimes for which he is 
arrested were committed, he "was fre- 
quently away from his home and for 
considerable periods of time. 
AUbouch 
he denies being at the places where the 
frauds were practiced, he admits his pres- 
ence in localities not far distant. 
He 
will be given a hearing before the United 
States Commissioner at Harrisburg, aud 
if held for trial, will be tried before the 
United States Court at 
Philadelphia. 
The penalty for conviction is imprison- 
ment for from two to five years. 


S. J Anderson, chief of police of Har- 
risburg and also Deputy U. S. marshal, 
arrived here next morning and took the 
prisoner to Harrisburg on the ü:80 train. 


Kemper is alleged to have committed 
other more serious crimes; that he out- 
raged a feeble-minded woman in the low- 
er part of jMunheim township; that he 
used his power as an alleged pension of- 
ficer to inlluence widows to submit to liis 
desires, threatening loss of their pension 
in case of refusal. 


Mr. Kemper -was interviewed at the 
train. 
He seems much prostrated over 
his misfortune and rcalllrmed his inno- 
cence. He states that he can only con- 
jecture two possible explanations for his 
arrest. 
The one, he says, is that it may 
be in some manner due to the enmity of 
a citizen of Mcbiierrystown. 
The other 
is that it may be a case of mistaken iden- 
tity. 
Mr. Kemper says that some time 
ago he called a sale for James Shorb, 
near Dubs' Church. 
After the sale, 
a man came to him and said, **rvc 
found out where you live now. 
You are 
the man wlio swindled me out of a dollar 
last summer." 
jMr, Kemper told him 
that he was mistaken and that he would 
not stand such language. 
The man then 
said that a person looking just like Kem- 
per and with a deformed hand had rep 
resented himself as a pension examiner 
last summer aud gotten a \dollar out of 
him. 


Mr. Kemper says that he has nine chil- 
dren living, the youngest aged 14, that ho 
is in debt, and leaves his family utterly 
unprovided for. 


Mr. Kemper is about fifty years old and 
was formerly from Heidlersburg, Adams 
county, aud has lived in Meriherrystown 
for about three years. 
During a portion 
of this time he served as constable, hav- 
ing been appointed to the position about 
a year ago, as a result of a tie vote. 
For 
a number of years ho lias followed the 
business of auctioneering sales. 
He is a 
veteran of the \v¿ir, having served in tht, 
famous Bucktail rci^imont. He is a pen- 
sioner hhnsolf, but does not receive his 
])ension checks at Mcíáherrystowp but at 
Heidlersburg. 


Kemper has a suit pending in the 
Adams counly court against 
Vincent 
O'liold, in which he asks §;5,UUÜ damages 
for alleged slander.

\Vhon tho boy returned from his traps 
aud discoverod'his loss ho started for E, 
Berlin, On tho way ho met a friend who 
toUl him of having soon the tramp enter 
the town 
carrying tho gun.

Hobble hurried on and learned that tho 
tramp had oudoavorcd to sell tho stolen 
property, but failing in this he had left 
tho to-\vh, -walking out along tho railroad 
toward Abbottstown. 
Hobble with two 
small boys started in pursuit. The tramp 
was overtaken about two miles from tho 
town. 
The owner of the gun then asked 
the tramp, "Don't you want to sell that 
gun?" The tramp replied in the allirma- 
tivc, wdien the boy asked to examine it. 
The gun wnis handed over. 
Hobble thou 
drew'a shell from hispoekct, inserted it 
aud said, "this is my gun, see» that shell 
lits it. Didn't you iind it along the creckii''' 


At this the man grabbed for tho WH\ap- 
ou, caught hold of the barrel and attempt- 
ed to wrest it from his opponent.

weapon was discharged aud the mau sank 
upon the ground w ith a great gaping 
wound in tho abdomen, into Mdilch tho 
entire contents of the shell had been emp- 
tied.

He also says that, in his journey from 
Jyekundo in Tibet to Tachien-Iu, on the 
frontier of China, a distance of GOO 
miles, he passed thirty-six largo monas- 
teries, live of -which contained from 
2,000 to 4,000 Lamas. 
Many monas- 
teries in other parts are equally large. 


Tlie great monastery of Kumbum, 
near tho I-ake Koko Nor, contains 4,000 
monks. 
Chiumdo. which Is one of the 
chief towns in Eastern Tibet, and con- 
talus 12,000 Inhabitants, seems to be 
half composed of a gigantic monastery, 
and Captain Bower, in his recent jour- • 
ney throu;;h Tibet, passed the large 
town of IMuchl, which seemed to him 
to be all monastery. Tne wealth of some 
of these mtmasterles is astonishing.—

It has been an unwritten law 
of 
cookery that the substantial part of a 
salad should bo composed of vegetables 
not saccharine. 
But some 
epicures 
have recently 
decided 
against 
this 
doctrine. 
They 
have served shad- 
dock, oranges and alligator pears with 
French or mayonnaiss dressing 
for 
that course which divides the roast 
from the sweets. 
It has proved most 
palatable. 


To prepare oranges for a salad, slice 
them very thin, servo in flat plates, 
and let each guest ¡prepare her own 
dressing of vinegar, oiJ, pepper and 
salt. 
Mayonnaise is a trifle too heavy 
for the libers of oranges, but it serves 
excellently on shaddocks (or 
grape 
fruits) that do not p o s s e s 3 
s o delicate 
a flavoring as their smaller relatives. 


When preparing 
the latter 
it 
is 
wiser to cut the slices into quarters, 
innocent of rind, for otherwise they 
are unwieldy. 


The small, toothsome alligator i)oar 
is friendly with either dressing, but 
those whose palates are hard to tickle 
lean toward 
tho pleasant 
taste of 
vinegar and oil, unmixed with egg. 


A few housewives have introduced 
these fruits on crisi? lettuce leaves; 
the bending of green on yellow lends 
a pleasant, artistic touch, and the re- 
sult of it being eaten together is, to 
quote the English, "not half bad."
